TH  E  great  and  principal  Defign  of  cur  bicffed 
Saviour's  Appearance  in  the  World,  was  to  re- 
deem Mankind  from  eternal  Mifery  and  Perdi- 
tion ;  to  deliver  us  from  thofe  everlafting  Torments  we 
were  condemn'd  to  fufFer,  and  to  tranflate  us  to  an  Eter- 
nity of  Glory  and  Happinefs,  This  Salvation  was  as 
extenfive  in  its  Defign,  as  the  Love  of  him  who  wrought 
it  was  infinite,  including  all  Mankind  under  its  bene* 
ficial  Influence,  calculated  both  for  the  jew  and  the 
Gentile y  comprehending  Men  of  every  Sedl  and  Nation, 
and  was  as  neceffary  for  confirming  the  Righteous,  as  it 
was  effedlual  in  calling  the  Sinners  to  Repentance. 

To  prepare  the  Minds  of  the  "Jews  for  this  compre- 
henfive  Syftem  of  Divine  Mercy,  our  Saviour  was 
pleas'dj  at  the  Beginning  of  his  Miniilry,  to  call  Matthe-j) 
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the  Tublican  to  be  hisDifcipIe  and  Evangelift  :  This  un- 
expeded  Choice,  and  the  publlck  Converfation  which 
our  Lord  afterwards  held  with  that  defpifed  fet  of  Men 
provoked  the  Jews  to  murmur  againft  Jefus  and  his  Dif- 
c'ples,  faying,  Why  do  ye  eat  and  drink  with  Publicans 
and  Sinners.  To  this  infiJious  Queftion,  our  Saviour 
return 'd  fuch  an  Anfvver  as  at  once  declared  the  gracious 
Defign  of  his  M'iffion,  and  fully  difplay'd  the  Extent 
of  the  Divine  Mercy.  They  that  are  TVhole^  fays  he,  need 
not  a  Tbyf.cian,  but  they  that  are  Sick,  By  which  figu- 
rative Expreflion,  tho'  our  Saviour  intended  principally 
to  fhew  the  Propriety  of  his  Condud:  in  attending  more 
immediately  to  the  Converfion  of  thofe  Sinners  who  were 
farthefl:  removed  from  the  Hopes  of  Repentance  and 
Mercy,  yet  we  may  fuppofe  him  inculcating  at  the 
fame  Time,  the  great  Duty  of  Mercy  and  Compaffion  to 
our  diftrefs'd  Fellow  Creatures ;  for  this  was  an  ad  of 
Goodnefs  fo  agreeable  to  the  Divine  Nature,  and  at  the 
fame  time  fo  beneficial  to  Mankind,  that  we  find  every. 
Adion  of  our  bleffed  Lord,  calculated  to  promote  the 
temporal  Intereft  and  eternal  Happinefs  of  Man,  by 
healing  all  Manner  of  Sicknefs  and  Difeafes  among  the. 
People,  and  by  freeing  their  Souls  from  the  Bondage  of 
thofe  Vices  to  which  they  were  enflaved.  This  was 
likewife  one  of  the  principal  Parts  of  that  Commiffion 
which  he  gave  to  his  Difciples,  commanding  them  to 
preach  the  Gofpel,  cind  to  heal  the  Sick.  And  altho'  we 
cannot  boaft  of  the  fame  fupernatural  Powers  which 
jittendcd  the  Apoftles  in  the  JExecution  of  their  Office, 
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yet   the  Duties  enjoin*d  by  our  Saviour   ftill  remain  m 
their  full  Force,    and  our  Obligations  (as  far  as  human 
Skill  and  Abilities  will  enable  us  to  perform  them)  are  per- 
petuated under  the  ftrongeft  Sandlions.     For  as  this  was 
an  effential  Part  of  the  Apoftolical  Commiffion,    fo  will 
it  be   made  a  principal   Subjedl  of  Enquiry  at  the  laft 
Day,  when  it  will  be  demanded  of  us  whether  we  have 
fed  the   Hungry^    ckathed   the  Nakedy    and    vifited    the 
Sick^  and  in  Proportion  as  we  have  performed  or  negled- 
ed  thefe  Duties,    fo   fliall  our  everlafting  Reward  or  our 
Punifhment  be.     Nor  is  it  ftrange  that  fo  great   a  Strefs 
fliould  be  laid  on  this  Duty,    when    we  confider,    that 
Chrift  has   recommended  the  Poor  and  the  Sick  as  his 
Brethren   and   Reprefentatives :     They    are  the   Objects 
on  whom  our  Love,    or  negledl  of  our  great   Mafter  is 
to  be  tried  ^    who  will  impute  every  Cup  of  cold  Water 
given  to,  or  withheld  from  them,  either  as  a  Service  done., 
or  as  a  negledl  fhewn  to  himfelf. 

And,  further,  that  every  partial  Limitationofthisextenfive 
Duty  might  be  obviated,  a  Parable  is  introduced  in  the  Gof- 
pel,  prefenting  to  us  a  very  moving  Pidure  of  human  Dif- 
trefs :  A  Traveller  ftripp'd  and  wounded  by  Thieve^,  and 
jufl  ready  to  expire  for  want  of  fome  charitable  Affiftance : 
On  one  hand,  the  infenfible  Prieft,  and  the  unpitying 
Levite,  are  pointed  out  to  us,  with  peculiar  Marks  of 
Infamy,  for  overlooking  their  Neighbour  in  Diftrefs,  and 
for  neglecting  one,  who  by  the  general  Laws  of  Hofpi- 
tality,  by  the  particular  Injundions  of  their  own  Reli- 
gion,  and  the  more  peculiar  Sanflity  of  their  Profeffioii 
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was  juftly  entitled  to  their  Mercy  5  whllfl  on  the  other 
hand,  the  generous  Compaffion  of  the  good  Samaritan^ 
recommends  itfelf  to  our  Efteem,  and  is  declared  to  be 
the  true  Standard  of  Chrifllan  Charity  3  for  he  is  repre- 
fented  as  overlooking  all  Diftinclions  between  Jew^  and 
Samarita?7^  Neighbour  and  Stranger,  Friend  and  Foe  ;  as 
fuperior  to  every  Prejudice  of  Education,  Country  and 
Religion,  fetting  no  other  Bounds  to  his  Mercy,  than 
thofe  which  the  Neceffities  of  his  Fellow-Creature, 
or  the  Didates  of  his  own  generous  Heart  prefcribed  to 
him. 

Thanks  be  to  God,  this  Parable  was  not  fpoken  in  vain^ , 
for  how  much  foever  we  may  have  trangrefled,  or  neg- 
leded  the  other  Duties  of  our  Religion,  the  Seed  of  Cha-> 
rlty  hath  brought  forth  abundant  Fruit ;  and  is  not  lefs  the 
diftinguifhing  Glory  of  our  Church,  than  it  is  the  pecu-- 
liar  Excellence  of  the  Religion  we  profefs :    For  we  pre- 
fcribe  no  other  Bounds  to  Charity  and  Mercy,  than  thofe 
which  we  find  already  laid  down  in  the  GofpeL     Not 
prefuming  to  limit  thefe  good  Works,  either  as  to  their 
Objeft  or  Extent,  we  only  recommend   a  reafonable  Pre» 
ference  to  be  given  to  thofe,  whofe   Parental,  Civil,  or 
religious  Rights,  or  whofe  extraordinary  Diftrefles  require 
the  earlieft  Afliftance  :    For  although  every  Mifery  atten- 
dant on  human  Nature,  has  ajuftclaim  to  our  Compaffion>. 
and  we  muft  not  confine  ourfelves  to  the  Relief  of  one  at 
the  Expence,  and  Prejudice  of  the  other,  yet  there  are 
evidently  obfervable,   and  the  very  Gofpel  itfelf  points 

out^ 
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out  various  Kinds  and  Degrees  of  them  •  the  Relief  of 
which,  as  it  ought  to  be  proportionable  to  the  feveral  Di- 
ftreffes,  fo  we  may  reafonably  fuppofe  that  it  will  be 
rewarded  with  fuitable  Degrees  of  Happinefs  in  the  other 
World* 

Thus  the  Calls  of  Hunger  and  Thirft,  which  are 
mentioned  firft  in  the  Gofpel,  feem  on  many  Accounts 
more  fupportable  than  the  Miferies  of  Imprifonment  and 
Sicknefs.  For  how  foon  may  thofe  who  enjoy  the  Blef- 
fings  of  Health  and  Liberty,  fatisfy  the  Clamours  of 
Hunger,  by  the  Produce  of  their  Labour  and  Induflry  ? 
How  many  Opportunities  have  they  of  imploring  the 
Charity  of  their  Neighbours,  by  a  lively  Reprefentation 
of  their  Mifery  ?  And  where  thefe  Refources  fail,  Nature 
may  in  fome  Meafure  be  taught,  if  not  entirely  to  forget, 
yet  at  leaft  to  conform  to  its  Neceffities. 

The  Confinement  in  Prifon  feems  to  be  a  Condition 
ftill  more  deplorable,  as  it  is  generally  accompanied  with 
all  the  dreadful  Confequences  of  Want,  and  devoid  of 
every  Refource,  which  might  contribute  either  to  our 
prefent  Relief,  or  future  Deliverance. 

But  Sicknefs  vwhen  attended  with  Poverty,  is  a 
Complication  of  Mifery,  including  every  Diflrefs  that  can 
be  felt,  by  the  Hungry  and  Thirfty,  the  Naked,  and  the 
Prifoners :  For  what  are  the  moft  importunate  Calls  of 
our  natural  Appetites,  when  compared  with  the  Loath- 
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ings  of  a  difordered  Appetite,  or  the  confuming  Thirft 
of  a  raging  Fever  ?  How  much  more  irkfome  to  the 
Mind,  how  much  more  galling  to  the  Body  are  the  Fet- 
ters of  Sicknefs,  than  thofe  of  the  moft  fevere  Confine- 
ment? How  unable  are  we  to  help  ourfelves  in  thefe 
Circumftances  ?  And  how  difficult  is  it  to  procure  Affif-- 
tance  from  others  ?  It  was  doubtlefs  on  Account  of  thefe 
aggravating  Marks  of  Diftrefs,  that  the  healing  of  the 
Sick  was  fo  conftantly  attended  to  by  our  Saviour,  be-. 
ing  not  lefs  the  Objed  of  his  Care  when  he  left  the 
World,  than  it  was  his  Bufinefs  and  Employment  while 
he  continued  in  it. 

In  difcourfing  therefore  on  the  Nature  and  Confe- 
quences  of  this  kind  of  Diftrefs,  I  ihall  take  occafion 
from  the  Words  of  the  Text, 

jF/r/?,  To  confider  the  Cafe  of  thofe  poor  Objedl$. 
^ho  are  Sick^  and  have  need  of  a  Phyjician,  And, 

Secondly,  T  o  enforce  the  Obligation  incumbent  on 
all  Men ;  but  efpecially  on  thofe  who  are  "whole,  to  con- 
tribute to  the  Relief  of  their  fick  Brethren ;  and  from 
thefe  two  Particulars,  an  Application  will  naturally  arife, 
not  unfuitable  to  the  prefent  Occafion. 

And  firft,  if  we  confider  in  general  the  Cafe  of  thofe 
iioho  are  Sick,  we /hall  find  that  they  have  need  of  a  Thyfician,. 
both  on  a  natural  and  religious  Account.     The  Weak- 

nefsj^ 
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nefs,  and  Infirmities  of  human  Nature  are  a  moft  con- 
vincing Proof  of  the  former  :    and  though  an  uncom- 
mon Strength  of  Conftitution  may  fometimes  refift,  and 
conquer  Sicknefs  without   the  Affiftance  of  Medicine  ; 
yet  in  general,  human  Nature  will  be  found   unequal  to 
the  Conflifl:,  and  Neglect  will,  in  moft  Cafes,  weaken  our 
Strength,  whilft  it  encreafes  that  of  the  Enemy.     Nature 
therefore  points  out,  Prudence  direfts,  and  the  Voice  of 
God  commands  us  not  only  to  preferve  our  Lives,  but  to 
guard  them  likewife  againft  thofe  violent  Attacks,  which 
always  threaten  us  with,  and  if  negleded,  frequently  end 
in  Diflblution,     Again,  when  we  confider  how  much  the 
human  Reafon  is  affecSed  with   thefe  bodily  Infirmities, 
we  fliall  find  ourfelves  obliged  by  a  Principle  of  Religion, 
to  preferve   that   noble  Faculty    from    every    Accident 
which  may  difturb  or  impair  it.     For  God  has  not  fo  un- 
avoidably expofed  us  to  Sicknefs,  as  to  leave  us  no  Pofli- 
bility  of  efcaping  it;  but  when  he  fends  the  Scourge,  he 
frequently  direds  us  to  a  Remedy,  and  points  out  to  us 
fome  natural  Means  for  the  Recovery  of  our  Health.  For 
as  the  wife  Son  of  Sirach  has  obferved.   The   Lord  hath 
-created  Medicines  out  of  the  Earth,  a7id  he  that  is  wife  will 
not  abhor  them  y  and  he  hath  given  Men  Skill  in  them,  that 
■he  might  be  honoured  in  his  marvellous  Worksy  for  of  the  moji 
High  Cometh  Healing. 

To  thefe  general  Motives,  applicable  to  Men  of  every 
Rank  and  Degree  in  the  Time  of  Sicknefs,  may  be  add- 
ed thofe,  which  do  in  a  more  particular  manner  refpedt 
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the  Poor,  and  recommend  their  Cafe  to  our  Compaflion. 
For  in  the  firft  Place,  the  Public  Intereft  is  clofely  con- 
nedted  with,  and  in  fome  Meafure  dependent  on  the 
Lives  and  Health  of  the  induftrious  Poor.  Thefe  Men 
are  the  Sinews  of  our  Government,  and  the  Source  of  our 
Wealth  ;  and  as  the  Riches  ariftng  from  them  confift  in 
their  Induftry,  their  Health  is  at  leaft  of  equal  Impor- 
tance to  the  Public  as  their  Life ;  for  they  no  longer  live 
to  Society  than  they  can  ferve  it  by  their  Labour  -,  When- 
ever Sicknefs  ties  up  their  induftrious  Hands,  they  are 
worfe  than  dead  to  the  Community,  for  the  Balance  is 
then  turned  on  the  contrary  Side,  and  inftead  of  being  an 
Addition  to  our  Wealth,  they  become  a  heavy  Burthen 
to  the  Public. 

The  perfonal  Diftrefs  of  a  poor  Man  in  thefe  Cir^ 
cumftances,  is  too  obvious  to  be  iniifted  on,  and  if  thofe 
of  his  Family  be  confidered,  we  fliall  find  them  pleading 
for  him  with  equal  Force ;  for  how  many  Lives  do  fre- 
quently depend  on  one,  andhow  many  Mouths  exped:  their 
daily  Bread  from  a  fingle  Pair  of  Hands  ?  A  decrepid  Pa- 
rent, a  fickly  Wife,  or  a  numerous  Race  of  Children  5 
Nay,  fometimes  all  of  thefe  together,  are  thus  miferably 
dependent ;  and  how  are  they  to  receive  Support,  when 
the  only  Perfon  from  whofe  Hands  they  have  Reafon  to 
€xped:  it  lies  languifhing  on  a  Bed  of  Sicknefs,  ill-pro- 
vided with  the  common  Neceflaries  of  Life,  and  entirely 
deftitute  of  that  Affiftance  which  is  neceffary  for  the  Re- 
covery of  Health.      And  what  muft  be  the  natural  Con- 
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fequence  of  Sicknefs  thus  aggravated  by  Poverty,  but 
immediate  Death  to  the  Patient,  and  inevitable  Want  and 
Mifery  to  his  furviving  Family. 

Thefe  then  are  the  Claims  by  which  the  fick  Eftate  of 
thePoor  recommends  itfelfto  our  charitable  Relief :  Asufe- 
ful  Members  of  Society  they  are  entitled  to  its  Protecftion 
and  Care :  As  Chriftians  they  have  Reafon  to  expeft  all 
that  compaffionate  Affiftance,  v^hich  cur  Holy  Religion 
fo  ftrongly  recommends  to  us  -,  and  their  own  perfonal 
Diftrefs,  fo  neceflarily  produdlive  of  Mifery  to  their  un- 
happy  Families,  enforce  this  Duty  on  us  with  irrefiftible 
Perfuaficn. 

And  this  naturally  leads  me  to  confider  in  the  fecond 
Place,  the  Obligation  incumbent  on  all  Men,  and  on  the 
Rich  and  Healthy  in  particular,  to  the  Pradice  of  this 
Duty. 

Should  I  here  enlarge  on  all  the  various  Motives  which 
enforce  it,  I  fhould  trefpafs  both  on  your  Judgment  and 
Patience  ;  and  therefore  I  fhall  only  remind  you,  that  a 
kind  Commiferation,  and  a  charitable  Relief  of  our  fick 
Brethren,  is  one  of  the  firft  Principles  of  Nature,  im- 
planted in  us  at  our  Creation,  and  defigned  by  God 
as  the  firmeft  Bond  of  that  focial  Happinefs,  which  he 
has  made  us  capable  of  enjoying.  This  is  a  Law  which 
we  find  deeply  engraven  in  the  Hearts  of  all  good  and 
honefl  Men,  however  diflfering  from  each  other  in  Opinion, 

Sed^ 
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Sed,  or  Nation :  For  who  is  there  that  does  not  feel  him-^ 
felf  moved,  with  fympathetic  Mifery,  at  the  Sight  of  hu- 
man Diftrefs  ?  And  how  often  do  we  reheve  this  Diftrefs, 
more  for  the  Sake  of  quieting  that  uneafy  Senfation  within 
us,  than  from  any  real  Principle  of  Cliarity,  orSenfeof 
Obligation  to  our  Fellow-Creatures. 

I  NEED  not  here  remind  you  how  much  this  great  Prin- 
ciple of  Natural  Religion  has  been  enforced  by  the  reveal- 
ed Will  of  God,  and  what  Improvements  it  has  received 
from   the  beneficent  Author  of   our  Salvation.     Let  it 
fuffice  to  fay,  that  if  no  Precept   of  this  kind  were  any 
where  extant  in  the  facred  Writings,  yet  the  Principle  of 
Gratitude  alone  would  plainly  point  it  out  to  every  Man, 
and  to  thofe  more  efpecially,  who  are  whole  and  need  not 
a  Phyfician,     For  fince  Sicknefs  is  a  Tribute  to  which  all 
Mankind  are  liable,  and  a  Punifliment  which  every  one 
of  us  have  deferved ;  if  God  fliould  gracioufly  pafs  over 
our  Heads  with  this   Rod   of  AfHidion,    and  lay  it  on 
thofe  who  poffibly  may  have  lefs  deferved  the   Scourge, 
and  are  more  unable  to  bear  the  Weight  of  it ;  w^hat  Ac- 
knowledgment can  be  more  acceptable  to  God,  or  better 
fuited  to  our  own  Circumftances,  than  a  generous  Relief 
of  that  Diftrefs,  which   we  ourfelves  fo  juftly  deferved 
to  bear,     A  Relief  the  more  eafily  afforded,    as  it  will 
feldom  coft  us  more  than  the  Attendance  of  a  few  fuper- 
fluous  Minutes, or  the  overflowings  of  a  plentiful  Fortune, 
With  this  View,  Providence  has  bleffed  fome  with  Health, 
^nd  inflicted  Sicknefs  on  others,  that  we  might  learn  the 
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Neceffity  and  Advantages  of  a  mutual  Help  and  Depen- 
dence, that  the  Strong  might  fupport  the  Infirmities  of 
the  Weak,  and  that  the  Virtues  of  Charity  and  Patience 
might  be  exercifed  among  Men. 

Let  it  be  confidered  likewife  by  thofe  who  are  whole^ 
that  their  Condition,  as  it  obliges  them  in  Gratitude,  fo 
does  it  likewife  enable  them  in  their  Circumftances  to  re- 
lieve their  fick  Brethren,  For  as  they  fuflfer  not  the 
Pain,  fo  neither  do  they  feel  the  Expence,  which  is  the 
fure  Attendant  on  Sicknefs  in  every  Station  of  Life,  and 
is  fometimes  a  very  heavy  Aggravation  of  its  Mifery.  As 
Prudence  therefore  direds  us  to  make  fome  Provifion 
againfl  this  Hour  of  Diftrefs,  fo  does  Religion  teach  us 
to  beftow  fuch  a  Portion  of  it  on  our  fick  Brethren,  as 
we  do  not  want  for  our  own  Ufe ;  nor  can  there  be  a 
more  equitable  Rule  amongft  focial  Creatures,  than  that 
thofe  who  bear  the  greateft  Share  of  the  common  Burthens^ 
fhould  have  the  befl  Title  to  the  common  Relief  and 
Aflifiance, 

There  is  likewife  (if  I  may  be  allowed  to  ufe  the 
Expreflion)  a  Gratitude  due  from  us  to  the  Poor  ;  to 
fuch  of  them,  I  mean,  whofe  Indufi:ry  makes  them  ufe- 
ful  Members  of  Society  :  For,  in  Spite  of  our  Vanity, 
in  Spite  of  that  Diftance  which  God  has  placed  between 
our  Condition  and  theirs,  and  which  our  own  Pride  has 
made  ftill  greater,  we  muft  acknowledge  ourfelves 
Debtors   to  this  laborious  Part  of  Munkind.     To  them 
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do  we  owe,  and  from  their  Hands  do  we  receive  every 
Convenience,  (I  had  almoft  faid  every  Neceffary)  of 
Life.  They  are  the  Perfons  who  rife  up  early ^  take  their 
rejl  latey  and  eat,  as  well  as  earn,  their  homely  Morfel 
in  the  Sweat  of  their  Brows,  that  we  may  live  in  Eafe  and 
Luxury,  enjoying  the  Fruits  of  their  Labours.  Even  this 
Earth,  fair  as  it  now  appears  to  our  Eyes,  would  foon 
become  a  dreadful  Pidu re  of  its  original  Curfe,  producing 
nothing  but  Thorns  and  Thiflles,  when  uncultivated  and 
unimbelliflied  by  thefe  induflrious  Hands ,  and  we  iliould 
find  ourfelves  in  our  original  State  of  Sin,  Naked  and 
Deftitute,  when  deprived  of  their  ufeful  Affiftance.  Are 
not  the  four  Elements  daily  ranfacked  by  them,  the  very 
Bowels  of  the  Earth  turned  up,  and  the  Produce  of  the 
moft  diftant  Parts  of  it  colleded  for  our  Ufe  and  Plea- 
fure,  by  their  indefatigable  Toil  ?  For  us  they  are  expo- 
fed  in  the  Day  to  the  Heat,  and  in  the  Night  to  the 
Froft,  to  the  unwholefome  Vapours  of  the  Air,  and  to 
the  noifome  and  peftilential  Effluvia  of  the  Earth.  And 
after  all,  what  is  the  Recompence  of  the  induftrious 
Hireling  ?  Frequently  little  more  than  daily  Bread,  a 
fcanty  Equivalent  for  the  hard  Labour  of  many  Years,  in 
which  no  Confideration  is  had,  nor  any  Allowance 
made,  for  the  Pain  and  Sicknefs,  the  Difeafes,  and  Ac- 
cidents, which  are  the  ufual  Attendants,  and  in  fome 
Cafes,  the  unavoidable  Confequences  of  their  laborious 
Profeffions. 
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These  were  not  the  Terms  of  our  original  Doom, 
by  which  we  were  all  equally  condemned  to  Toil  and 
Labour,  and  to  earn  our  daily  Bread  by  the  Culture  of* 
an  unfruitful  Earth  ;  and  if  fome  of  us  are  happily 
exempted  from  the  Eftecfbs  of  this  Curfe,  to  whom  arc. 
we  indebted  for  it  under  Providence,  but  to  our  laborious 
Anceftors :  Or,  fliould  we  owe  it  to  fome  unexpefled 
Turn  of  good  Fortune,  yet  flill  it  is  reducible  to  the 
fame  Caufe,  and  muft  have  arifen  from  the  Induftry  of 
the  original  Acquirer  :  And  vvherefore  fhould  God  con- 
demn fo  a  large  a  Part  of  his  Creation  to  Labour  and  Po- 
verty, expofing  them  in  a  more  particular  manner  to 
Accidents  and  Sicknefs :  Not  merely  with  a  view  of  con- 
tributing to  our  Eafe  .and  Pleafure,  but  for  Reafbns  oi 
a  more  benelicial  Nature,  calculated  for  the  Ufcs  of  So- 
ciety, and  the  general  Benefit  of  Mankind  ;  for  io  hath 
the  Divine  Wifdom  ordered,  that  Riches  fnould  in 
their  Turn  be  the  Support,  as  they  were  originally 
the   Rewiird  of   Induftry. 

As  a  further  Liducement  to  thefe  Works  of  Charity 
and  Mercy,  let  us  ever  remember  the  continual  Fluftuation 
and  Uncertainty  of  all  human  Affairs ;  and  that  neither 
our  own  Health  or  Fortune  are  of  fo  ftable  and  perma- 
nent a  Nature,  as  to  defy  all  Poffibility  of  Change. 
How  prudent  therefore  fliould  we  be  in  making  the  beft 
Preparation  againft  fuch  an  unforefeen,  and  unavoidable 
reverfe  of  Fortune :    For  fliould  it  pleafe  God  in  his  un- 
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iearchable  Wifdom  to  deprive  us  at  once  of  both  thefe 
Bleflings,  and  make  us  feel  all  that  Want  and  Sicknefs. 
^viiich  we  now  neither  pity  nor  relieve  ^  we  muft  not  then 
expecfl  to  find,  nor  muft  we  prefume  to  implore  that 
Afliftance  which  we  once  fo  cruelly  denied  to  the  intrea- 
ties  of  our  Brethren,  left  they  fhould  anfwer  us  in  the 
fame  Words,  which  our  Saviour  will  one  Day  make  Ufe 
of  to  all  hard-hearted,  and  uncharitable  Chriftians,  I iva^ 
hujigry^  a'ndyefed  me  not^  thirjty  and  ye  gave  me  no  drinky 
a  Stranger  and  ye  took  me  not  in^  naked  and  ye  chat  bed  7nc 
not  J  ftck  and  in  'Trifon^    and  ye  vifited  7ne  720t. 

T  o  Men  whofe  Eyes  are  thus  clofed  to  the  Dlftrefs  of 
their  Brethren,  and  whofe  Hearts  are  feared  againft  all  com- 
panionate Feeling,  who  refufe  to  hear  the  Voice  of  Charity, 
charm  fhe  never  fo  wifely.  Motives  of  another  Kind 
fhould  be  addrefs'd,  and  the  Principle  of  Self-intereft 
fhould  teach  them,  that  a  moderate  and  feafonable  Relief 
of  their  Sick  Brethren,  is  a  very  probable,  if  not  a  certain 
Method  of  faving  themfelves  from  a  much  greater  and 
more  grievous  Expence. 

The  Burthen  of  a  numerous  Poor  has  been  as  univer- 
fally  complained  of,  as  fome  Provifion  for  them  has 
been  thought  neceffary.  To  reduce  this  Expence,  to 
increafe  the  Ufefulnefs  of  the  Healthy  Poor,  and  to  al- 
leviate the  Miferies  of  fuch  as  are  Sick,  has  been  an 
Attempt  worthy  of  this  charitable  and  judicious  Age  3 
^d  with  regard  to  the  latter  it  mufl  be  obferved,    that 
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a  great  Part  of  our  Expence,  and  their  Mifery  arifes 
from  a  Negled  of  their  Diforders  at  the  firft  Appearance  ; 
and  for  want  of  that  neceffary  and  feafonable  Relief  which 
the  Poor  cannot  procure  for  themfelves,  and  the  Rich 
w^ill  not  always,  and  fometimes  cannot  provide  for  them. 
By  thefe  Neglefts,  to  which  the  Circumftances  of  the 
Poor  mufh  frequently  expofe  them,  flow  Difeafes  gain 
ground,  acute  ones  grow  more  dangerous,  and  Accidents 
become  irremediable,  to  the  manifefl  Prejudice  of  the 
Publick,  to  the  great  Expence  of  the  Rich,  and  to  the 
Enhancem.ent  of  the  Miferies  of  the  Poor. 

I  F  then  there  were  a  Method  of  more  fuccefsfully  op- 
pofing  this  great  Evil:  If  by  fome  happily-contrived,  and 
well-regulated  Inftitution,  the  Miferies  of  the  Sick  could 
be  relieved,  the  Burthen  of  a  numerous  and  expenfive  Poor 
be  made  lighter,  the  Charity  of  the  Rich  rendered  more  ex- 
tenfive  and  beneficial,  and  the  Publick  be  furnilhed  with  a 
larger  Supply  of  ufeful  Hands ;  then  fjrely  every  com- 
painonate  Man,  every  good  Chriitian,  every  prudent 
Oeconomift,  every  Friend  to  the  Publick,  and  Lover  of 
'his  Country  would  unite  in  a  Scheme  of  fuch  extenfive 
and  univcrfal  Benefit. 

And  if  we  examine  the  Charity  wdilch  we  are  nov/ 
aflembled  to  promote,  by  this  Rule,  how  admirably  {l:iall 
we  find  it  to  have  anfwered  every  one  of  thefe  falutary 
and  defirable  Ends :  For  by  cafting  our  charitable  Mite 
into  this  Treafury,    we  do  in  the  moft  effedtual  Manner 
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provide  for,  and,  as  it  were,  anticipate  the  Miferies  of  the 
Poor ;  for  with  what  Eafe  to  the  Benefador,  and  with 
what  Expedition  to  the  Patient,  is  the  neceffary  Relief 
here  applied  j  a  Relief  not  adminifter'd  by  honeft  No- 
vices, nor  by  ignorant,  or  crafty  Empyricks,  but  by  fkil- 
ful,  experienced  and  approved  Hands,  who  are  bound 
by  the  Ties  of  Religion  and  Honour,  of  Intereft  and  In* 
clination,  to  promote  the  Succefs  of  that  good  Work  in. 
which  they  have  fo  generoufly  engaged^ 

The  appareiit  Ufe  and  Advantages  of  this  charitabla 
Inflitution,  and  the  Succefs  with  which  God  hath  fo  re- 
markably bleffed  it,  carry  the  moft  genuine  Proofs  of  its 
fuperior  Excellence  :  We  however  fhould  be  unjufh 
to  the  Memory  of  the  charitable  Founder  ^,  and  equally 
ungrateful  to  our  generous  Benefactors,  were  we  totally 
filent  on  a  Subje£l,  which  ought  to  open  every  Mouth  ia 
its  Praife :  And  yet  it  is  as  difficult  to  decide,  as  it  would 
be  improper  for  me  to  determine,  to  which  of  thefe  we 
are  moft  indebted  for  the  prefent  flourifliing  State  of  our 
Hofpital ;  for  altho'  it  came  into  the  World  with 
no  other  Support  than  the  laudable  Zeal  of  its  original 
Patron,  yet  how  foon  did  the  Ufefulnefs  of  the  Defign, 
and  the  judicious  PropoHils  for  its  Eftablifhment  engage 
the  Affiftance  and  Patronage  of  this  charitable  Neigh- 
bourhood 5  by  whofe  Benefoftions,  and  under  whofe 
Influence  it  now  raifes  its  decent  Head  amongft  our  Pub- 

•^  Pr,  Alwred  Chrke,  late  Dean  of  Exeter, 
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Eck  Buildings,  and  is  become  an  Ornament  to  our  City,  an 
Honour  to  our  County,  and  a  moft  extenfive  Benefit 
to  both)  having  in  no  Inftance  difappolnted  the  mod: 
fanguine  Expeftations  of  its  Friends,  unlefs  it  be,  that 
the  Encouragement  of  fo  good  a  Work  is  not  as  univer- 
fa),-  as  its  beneficial  Influence  was  intended  to  be. 


The  Truth  of  thefe  Aflertions  will  appear,  as  well 
by  confidering  the  PRINTED  STATE,  as  by 
examining  the  private  Management  and  Regulations  of- 
the  Hofpital.  By  the  former  it  will  appear,  how  confi-. 
derable  a  Number  of  Patients  have  been  perfeftly  cured,, 
and  how  much  greater  the  Number  of  thofe  is  who. 
have  received  Benefit  by  its  Affiftance.  And  when  we 
obferve  the  inconfiderable  Proportion,  which  the  ///a/-. 
rables  and  Dead  bear  to  the  whole  Number  of  Patients ;. 
how  ftrongly  does  this  evince  the  general  Ufefulnefs  of 
fuch  Charities,  how  pleafing  an  Afiiirance  does  it  give 
us  of  the  judicious  and  fuccefsful  Relief  which  is  admi- 
niftredto.the  Sick  in  this  Place, 


Th  E  fame  Care  and  Zeal,  the  fame  honeft,  impartial 
and  generous  Attention  to  the  great  Point  in  View,  has 
animated  all  the  private  Tr^nfaftions  of  our  Society  \  in- 
fomuch  that  we  may  boaft  of  a  Happinefs  rarely  to  be 
met  with  in  coUeftive  Bodies;  that  Envy  has  not  blackened, 
nor  Party  diftrafled  our  Meafures.   For  fuch  an  univerfal 
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Spirit  of  Harmony  and  Union  has  prevailed  amongft  us^ 
uniting  Men  fo  different  from  each  other  in  Religious 
Principle,  and  private  Opinion  ;  that  thefe  happy  Fruits 
can  only  proceed  from  tlie  genuine  Spirit  of  Chriflian 
Charity,  that  Bond  of  Peace  and  Perfedion  of  all  Virtues, 
which  has  taught  us  all  to  be  of  one  Mind  in  an  Houfe, 
uniting  us  in  that  glorious  Caufe— -The  Happinefs  of  our 
Fellow-Creatures,    and  the  Publick  Good. 

May  this  amiable  Spirit  be  ftill  produdive  of  more 
noble  Effedls  y  may  the  fame  endearing  Tye  which 
fo  ffrongly  holds  us  to  each  other  in  this  charitable 
Bond,  unite  us  likewife  in  every  other  effential  Point 
of  Faith  and  Pradice,  and  as  we  join  with  one  Hand 
and  one  Heart,  in  this  Labour  of  Love,  fo  'we  may 
nvith  one  Mind  and  one  Mouth  glorify  God,  and  become 
one  Fold  under  one  Shepherd  Jefus  Chri/i  our  Lord,  to 
whom  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghoft,  be  all 
Honour  and  Glory,  now  and  for  evermoreo 
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Rife^  Progrefs,  and   Prefent   State    of 
the  Devon  and  Exeter  HospitaLo. 


THIS  Charity  was  iirft  fet  on  Foot  in  the.  Year 
1 74 1,  by  the  voluntary  Subfcriptions  and  Con- 
tributions of  a  great  Number  of  Inhabitants  of. 
this  City  and  County,  who  formed  thsmfelves  into  a 
Society ;  and  in  Purfuance  of  their  charitable  Undertak- 
ing, THE  RELIEF  OF  THE  SICK  AND 
LAME  poor,  the  Foundation  Stone  of  a 
capacious  and  convenient  Building  for  that  Purpofe, 
was  laid  on  the  27//:?  of  Augnji  that  Year,  from  which 
Time  this  Hofpital  dates  its  Beginning  :  But  as  fome 
Time  was  required  to  finifh  and  furnifh  a  competent 
Part  of  this  Building,  for  the  Reception  and  Accommo- 
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datlon  of  Patients  -,    none   could  be  admitted  till  the    j/i 
of  ^miliary  1742,  when  the  Hofpital  was  opened  W4th 
•;o  Beds ;  which  Number   has  been  fince  increafed  from 
1 'ime  to  Time,  as  Subfcriptions  and  Benefadtions  would 
permit  >    and  in  Proportion  as  the  Society  could  free  itfelf 
from  thofe  Charges,  which   necefiarily   attended  its  firft 
Eflablifliment ;    particularly  that   of  an  expenfive  Build- 
ing, which  they  have  now  been  enabled  to  ere6l  and  fur- 
nifh  with  a    100  Beds   for   the   Reception    of  Patients : 
However  one  Wing'of  this-Hofpital  (of  which  the  Shell 
only- is  as  yet  built  and' covered  in)  remains  ftill  unfijiifli- 
ed  and  unfurniflied;  which  when   compleated  will   con- 
tain about  50  Beds  more.     And   as   there   is   Reafon  to 
think  that  the  Neccflities  of  this,    and  the   neighbouring 
Counties  (particularly   Cornwal)  will  require  this   Addi- 
tion, the  Governors   have  determined  to  compleat  it,  in 
Hopes  of  being  enabled  by  the  generous  Contributions  of 
fuch  Gentlemen  in  the  County,  who  have  not  yet  fub- 
fcribed,  [and  have  had  the  good  Effedts  of  the  Charity 
confirmed  to  them,  by  Six  Years  Experience]  not  only  to 
compleat  this  ufeful  and  neceffary  Part  of  their  Defign  ; 
but  alfo  by  an   Increafe   of  the   Annual   Subfcription,    to 
continue  and  fupport  it  in  its  utmoft  Extent. 

This  Charity  has  fufficiently  recommended  itfelf  by  the 
Number  of  miferable  Objedts  who  have  been  relieved  there- 
by \  above  1900  Patients  having  been  admitted  fince  the 
Hofpital  was  opened,  ofwhofn  1090  have  been  difcharged 
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Cured,  befides  many  of  the  Non- Attendants,  whofe  Cures 
could  not  be  regularly  entered  in  the  Books.  The  Num- 
ber of  the  Incurables  do  not  amount  to  90,  and  thofe 
who  have  died  in  the  Houfe  do  not  exceed  that  Num- 
ber.—   Of  the  Patients  difcharged  Cared,  many  had 

been  ill  before  Admiffion,  from  10  to  20  Years;  feveral 
upwards  of  20,  and  fome  even  30  Years :  But  for  far- 
ther Particulars  relating  to  this,  and  the  Time  they  were 
under  the  Care  of  the  Charity,  the  Reader  is  referred  to  the 
PUBLIC  REPORTS  of  the  Patients,  ANNUALLY 
PRINTED  5  which,  compared  with  the  ordinary 
Annual  Expences,  makes  it  apparent,  that  a  fmall  Sum, 
applied  to  the  Purpofes  of  this  Charity,  has  the  Effeift 
of  a  much  greater  laid  out  towards  the  Relief  of  Patients 
at  Home,  where  the  like  Affiftance  and  Care  can  hardly 
be  had  at  any  Rate.] 

It  is  hoped,  that  no  Perfons  will  refufe  their  Contribu* 
tlon  to  this  Hofpital,  on  Account  of  their  living  at  a 
Diftance  from  it  \  when  they  are  alTured,  that  many  Be- 
nefadlions,  as  well  as  Patients,  are  fent  to  the  Hofpital 
from  tb^  remoteft  Parts  of  the  neighbouring  Counties : 
When  they  refled:  on  the  inconfiderable  Expence,  which 
attends  the  Removal  of  a  Patient,  and  the  great  Benefit 
which  they  are  likely  to  receive  by  it.— That,  in  almoft 
every  Place,  Objcfts  of  Charity  are  to  be  found,  who 
would  gladly  purchafe  the  Affiftance  of  the  Hofpital  at 
this  trifling  Expence  5  and  with  regard  to  thofe  who  are 
utterly  deflitute,  it  will  often  be  found  more  for  the  In- 
tcreft  of  Private  Benefadtors,  and  even  of  entire  Pariflies^ 
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to  remove  fuch  Objeds  to  the  County  Hofpital,  than  to 
maintain  them  at  Home  at  a  great  Expence,  and  with  lefs 
Probability  of  a  Cure  ;  efpecially  as  a  Preference  is  given 
by  the  Governors  at  Admiflion  to  thofe  Patients,  who 
come  from  the  greateft  Dijftance, 

The  Society  for  carrying  on  this  laudable  Under- 
taking, confifts  of  a  Chairman,  Two  Treafurers,  and 
one  Hundred,  or  more  Governors,  (who  muft  be  Sub- 
fcribers  of  at  leaft  2 /.  per  Anniim^  or  Benefaftors  of  20  /. 
or  upwards)  and  fuch  a  Number  of  Officers  and  Servants, 
as  fliall  from  time  to  time  be  judg'd  neceflary  :  A  general 
Court  of  Governors  meet  four  Times  in  the  Year,  (and 
at  other  Times,  on  particular  Occafions,  on  Notice  given) 
to  infpeft  the  quarterly  and  annual  Accounts,  to  confider 
of  Alterations  propos'd  to  be  made  in  the  Statutes  and 
Rules,  and  to  tranfafl:  fuch  other  Bufinefs  as  fliall  be  laid 
before  them ;  particularly  to  take  the  Reports  of  the 
Committee  of  Governors,  who  meet  every  Thurfday  in 
the  Forenoon  to  examine  the  Treafurers  and  Matrons 
Accounts,  difcharge,  continue  and  admit  Patients,  and 
manage  the  other  common  Weekly  Bufinefs  of  the  Hof- 
pital. This  Committee  confifts  of  their  own  Chairman, 
the  two  Treafurers,  all  who  fubfcribe  annually  5  /.  or 
upwards,  and  eighteen  other  Governors,  of  whom  nine 
are  eleded  annually  at  a  general  Court  in  the  Summer 
Aflize-Week,  and  continue  in  their  Office  two  Years. 
The  Proceedings  of  which  weekly  Board  are  laid  before 
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the  Quarterly  Courts  as  above;  and  annually  at  Lady-Day 
a  Report  of  the  State  of  the  Hofpital,  the  Number  of 
Patients  admitted  and  difcharged  in  the  preceding  Year, 
with  an  Abftraft  of  the  Accounts,  and  a  Lift  of  the  Con- 
tributors, is  printed  for  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Publick. 

Five  Phyficians  and  four  Surgeons  attend  the  Hof- 
pital  Gratis :  Vifiting  Apothecaries  are  appointed  to  in- 
fpedt  into  the  Drugs  from  time  to  time  ,  an  Apothe- 
cary conftantly  refides  in  the  Houfe,  whofe  Bufinefs 
it  is  to  difpenfe  them  according  to  the  Prefcriptions  of  the 
Phyficians :  A  Secretary  attends  at  all  Boards  to  enter 
their  Orders,  and  keeps  the  Books  and  Accounts :  And 
there  is  a  Matron  or  Governefs  to  take  Care  of  the  Houfe^ 
and  infpedt  into  the  Condudl  of  the  inferior  Servants  and 
the  Nurfes,  of  whom  there  are  a  fufficient  Number  an- 
fwerable  to  that  of  the  Sick. 

The  whole  is  managed  with  the  ftricleft  Oeconomy, 
and  the  utmoft  Care  taken  that  the  Patients  have  their 
ftated  Allowances  as  to  the  prefcrib'd  Diet,  and  are  pro- 
vided with  whatever  elfc  their  refpeftive  cafes  may  require. 
And  that  thefe  Regulations  may  be  continually  obferv'd. 
Two  of  the  Subfcribers  are  Weekly  appointed  to  attend 
the  Hofpital  daily,  as  Houfe-Vifitors,  to  examine  into  the 
Condudl  of  the  Nurfes,  Servants  and  Patients,  and  to  re- 
port to  the  Weekly  Board  whatever  they  find  cmifs. 
Two  Auditors  are  alfo  appointed  Monthly,  to  examine 
the  Books  and  Accounts,    and    the  Tradefmens   Bills, 
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«. — Tlie  Clergy  of  Exeter  alfo  attend,  by  Weekly  Ro- 
tation, to  vifit  the  Sick,  read  Prayers  daily  in  the  Wards, 
and  alio  to  adminifter  the  Holy  Communion  at  proper 
Times,  for  which  Purpofe  a  Chalice  and  Patten  was  at  the 
firft  Opening  of  the  Hofpital  given  by  an  unknown  Bene- 
fadrefs.
